SNAKES, 
A Man who Has ‘Em Bad, but Don’t 
Mind it. 
Nashville American. 

A curious exhibition was given in Dr, 
Duncan Eve's rear office yesterday. Dr. H. 
Shacklett and-M. O. Collins, of Centerville, 
appeared there with the understanding that 
Collins was to permit a rattlesnake to bite 


him and then cure himself by & Con€oction 
manufactured out of the mosses which 
grow on white oak and hickory-nut trees. 
This moss had been put in three and a half 
pints of water, they said, and boiled down 
to half a -pint. The physicians chose 
a rattlesnake in preference to a 
copperhead and a_ cotton-mouth snake, 
by either of which Collins proposed 
to make the test. He was bitten on the 
wrist by the rattlesnake, and the wound 
bled, He at once applied the remedy to 
the wound and took. it. internally. His 
pulse had beat at eighty-four; temperature, 
ninety. At the end of fifteen minutes from 
the bite the pulse had risen to 91 and the 
temperature to 101), degrees; 15 minutes 
more his pulse was 92 and temperature 100; 
in one hour from the time of the bite the 
pulse beat at 90 while the temperature 
marked 98'4. At this point of the proceed- 
ings Collins suffered with a nauseating 
stomach, and remarked that he had tried 
the same experiment with a rattlesnake at 
Centerville, Jjast Monday; that the two ex- 
periments had beén too: close together, and 
they would not catch him making experi- 
ments without a greater lapse of time be- 
tween them. 

The snake that bit Collins was then teased 
until it struck « dog which died from the 
bite one hour and thirty-five minutes after. 
Collins claims to have got his antidote from 
the Blackfeet and Cherokee Indians when 
a youth. 

To the American: We have just read a 
wonderful snake story, headed “‘A Great 
Discovery.”’ Now, I wish to say a few 
words, with all due respect to all the 
learned gentlemen present. It is a well- 
kpown fact and statistics prove that not one 
in athousand ever dies from the bite of a 
rattle-snake when he had a copperhead and 
a cotton-mouth, both of a more poisonous 
nature, if he wanted a fairtrial. Wewould 
like for him to try our tarantula we have 
just received from a friend in Texas, or the 
cotton-month, and then we will be con- 
vineed that his elixir is what is claimed 
for it. > STILL & Maisen.
